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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of tlie appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 -1 0 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Walkowe (US 5,553,514). 

Walkowe discloses a device for reducing noise in a system, wherein the noise is 
associated with a rotating member integral to the system, the device comprising: at 
least two (21 ,25) masses coaxially disposed adjacent to a rotating member (12); a drive 
means (1 1 ,23) interconnected to each mass for selectively rotating the mass relative to 
and in the same direction as the rotating member (col. 6 lines 35-59); and a control 
means (16) for sending a signal to the drive means such that the angular velocity of at 
least one of the masses is altered, the drive means causes at least one of the masses 
to rotate in a direction opposite to the direction of rotation of the rotating member (col. 5 
lines 30-50), the drive means causes at least one of the masses to rotate at a higher 
velocity than the rotating member (col. 6 lines 50-59), the control means utilizes a phase 
angle from a power source as phase angle reference (col. 5 lines 5-14), the control 
means utilizes sensors mounted on a system interconnected to the rotating member to 
provide feedback signals for controlling at least one of the drive means (col. 4 lines 39- 
61).
